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This new gaol-is, we presume, to be 
erected on the -“ pavilion principle,” 
which the late Secretary of State, in ono 
of his despatches to the Straits authorities, 
declared was “alono,auited to the re- 
quirements of. prison ‘accommodation in 
tropical climates.” Whether or not we 
shall have to erect one of -theso coatly 
“paviliona” for the accommodation of 


our prisoners in this Colony is still an’ 


open question. The Secretary of State 
has objected here, as he did at Singapore, 
to the’ proposals submitted for utilising 
existing sites or buildings, Our friends 
in the Straits have already grumblingly 
sotto work on the construction of a-new 
building on a new site, but we are in- 
clined to believe the opposition here to 
the Secretary of State’s proposals for 
prison accommédation is considerably 
stronger and more. pronounced than it 
has been in Singapore, and that if we 
have to ereot a new and elaborate “ pa- 
vilion” for our criminals, the laying ‘of 
the foundation stone will bo, attended 
with a considerable amount of solemnity 
and general disigreeableness. 

One of Lord Carnavon’s new gaols ‘at 
‘@annanore, on the model of which the 
Singapore prison is to be , constructed, 
while it may have proved extremely 
comfortable to the scoundrela contined 
within its walls, doea not appear to have 
_ effected much improvement ins, prizon 
” discipline, . The latest Indian papers 

received’ contain particulars of a serious 

‘outbreak . among the prisoners in this 
model establishment, A reduction in 
their diet,-and, we inaagine, exuberant 
spirits consequent upon confinementin the 
palatial structure, with unstinted airing 
apaces and exercise grounds, set these 
‘fortunate convicts in open insubordina- 
tion,” They amused themselves for some 
timo in pelting the officers of the gaol 
with stones, and tho building was’ so ex- 
. cellently constructed that three or four 
hundred of the convicts ware able to get 
together within 9, very short space of 
time, and drive the. wardens and others 
into the central building of the gaol, 

Zt-was not until the Governor had been 

truck in the eye by a large stone, and 

the. prisoners had been fired intoy one 
of them being killed and six wounded, 
that order’ was again restored, ~ : 

Instead of improving the accommoda- 
tioh for prisoners hore, . the retently 
published criminal statistics point to the 
desirability of ateps being taken to in- 


t 


crease the discomfort’ and punishment of- 


thé criminals in our prison, An increase 
of over seventy-five per cent in serious 
crime in two years is a grave fact, un- 
parallelled in the history of this Colony, 
Tt is useless, in the face of such statistics 

- as these, for His Excellency to com- 
pare the numbers of prisonera now in 
tha Gaol with those there in previous 
years, ‘There cannot be the shadow 

- of a. doubt that, with an increase in 
perious crime of 32 per cent since, 
1877, and 75 per cent since 1876, 
if our gaol is nei orammed, it 
ought to be, Fortunately the burglary 
scare has..now nearly subsided, owing 
mainly no doubt to the increased vigil. 
ance of the Police, but certainly the 
Colony has passed through a year of 
terrorism—of burglaries, murders, firey 
and other catastrophes—-which, if con- 
tinued for another year, would render 
residence on the Island absolutely un- 
bearable for othera than members of the 
sterner sex, who could calmly contem- 
plate being called upon occasionally to 
defend their lives and property at the 
risk of their own oxiatences,

The finaticial reforms now being carried 
out. by Mr Tong King-sing in connection 
with-the China Merchants’ Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, are, wo hear, already begin- 
ing to bear frait.. A considerable namber 
of employés at the Outports, &0,, have been 
dismissed, and arrangements made. for 
carrying’ on the business in a moro satisfac. 
tory and lesa wastefal and extravagant 
manner, We are credibly informed that 
the sumé in salaries and other expenses al- 
ready lopped off, amount to about Tha 
70,000 per annum, and that further savings 
arein prospect. Mr Tong King-sing seems 
determined to apply the broom’ with no 
sparing hand, and, according to all account, 
not before it was time, for peoulation was 
fonnd to be. rife in many quartera.: The 
work of thorough reorganisation will occupy 
some time longer, for it is intended to plece 
the Company on a much firmer footing than 
that on which it has hitherto stood, The 
agency of the Company is, we-hesr, to be 
confided to Mr. G. A. Butler, who will be:

plates, aud by sudden generation of stéam 
laduces explosion.. Thess ideas are, as is 
pointed out by a correspondent of) the 
Manchester Guardian, entirely erroneous, 
The real cause Of explosion 
by freezing of all outlets, which leads to an 
accumulation -of pressure until the strength 
of the -boiler is exceeded: It {s essential 
during. frosty weathor that the inlot and 
outlot be carefully examined, and, if possible, 
effective measures should be taken to pree 
vent their freezing up, If they aro found. 
to be frozen-the fice should on no: account’ 
be lighted, or, if light d already, ehould be” 
extinguished until the ice in the piper is 
thawed.

The Philippine Islands being now admit” 
ted‘into the General Postal Union, it fol- 
lows that-all paid correspondence received 
from Manila in the mails will be delivered 
free by this Office;, and that all paid cor- 
respondence sent to Manila in the maild 
should be delivered free there. 

Article IX of the Postal Tréaty of Berne 
provides that ‘‘ Neither the senders nor the 
addressees of letters and other. postal 
packets shall be called upon to pay, either 
in the Country of Origiv, or in that. of 
Destination, any’ tax or duty other than” 
the recognised ratea levied (in the case of 
paid correspondencr) by the despatching 
Office, Itis hoped that any extra charge, 
or apparently extra oharge, will at once be 
brought to the notice of the proper 
authorities, in either Colony. 

The above does not app'yin any to loose 
fotters sent outside the .mails. These will 
always be charged on arrival in Hongkong 
and probably the Manila Cflice will adopt 
the'same course. 

Complaints are sometimes received of 
extra charges on correspondence exchanged 
between this Colony and Saigon, but it is 
believed it would be found in all cases that 
the lettera, &o., bad been sent-loose,

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the on-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (even if the packet be re- 
gistered) por isthe Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, 

To guard against such injury.all postal 
Packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 

-placed iv strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be'sent 
throughtbe Post. Itshould be remembered 
that every packet has to be handled sevoral 
times; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag; and 
that, whenever the bag bas in the course of 
ita transmission to be:transferred by means 


ofthe railway apparatus, the risk of injury |' 


is much inoreased. - 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Uflice 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addreased ; and in no other woy in official 
information of a private character allowec 
to be made public. A Postmaster may, 
however, give am address if he hus no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of hia doing s0, 

Postmasters ase not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer orsende., 
orto any one else, or to. delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to theaddress, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon, 

FPostmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are-they authorised to demand change; 
and when money is paid at a Post Office,

Postmasters are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so If their duty be not thereby 
impeded.

The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West, Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended -with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with seriots injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
ia the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other, The 
public ‘are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same.

The rogistratioz of a packet makes its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the loss of a registered 
packetisa very raré occurrence. Neverthe- 
leas large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registored ; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view tosuch transmission. 
Ky law, the Post. Office is not responsible 
for tho safe delivery of.registered packets ; 
though any officer who may. neglect hin 
duty on this point will be called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to.risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any wai 
vndertake the ‘tafe conveyance of suc! 

All inland or. colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, aud al!
